F.meht Aguinaldo, the nativ e d ic ta ­ 
tor . Í the Philippines, is a v ery pic tu r­ 
esque personage. 
He is the son of a 
v erj prv miuent nativ e chief. 
Anxious 
that hi- hoy should be educated, the 
chief confided the lad to the Spanish 
prio>ts. who thou ght that A gu ina ld o’« 
influence w hen lie grew u p w ould help 
t* m aintain Spanish a uthority among 
tht 
Malay population. 
The father 
1- 
rich for a nativ e, and Pancho A gu ina l­ 
do, after 
being ta ught in the 
local 
schools, was sent to Madrid to study 
the. logy and qualify for tin1 priesthood. 
After a year or two of study the young 
mai boldly declared he would not be a 
pri» -t, but a soldier. So he was drafted 
into one of the nativ e regiments, in 
which a few of the subalterns arc Ma 
nila men, but all the captains and field 
ofiuv rs are Spaniards 
Nearly two years ago Aguinaldo ano 
a compatriot nam ed Alexandre, also a 
lieutenant of nativ e troops, organized a 
rev >lt 111 the nativ e corps.

saying, ” 1 need the sum you otter v ery 
much and will deliv er the head my 
self. ” 
Ten days Inter the southeast typhoon 
wa- raging. 
The hu rric a ne — f« *r it was 
one— was b a r i ng tilings to bits, and it 
was raining, us it can only rain

orient, a sheet of black w ater flooding 
the earth.

Aguinaldo punctiliously 
wrote a receipt, coolly counted the m on­ 
ey and walk ed back ward toward the 
door, l ie suddenly opened it and dashed 
out, ju st ahead of a pistol bullet thart cut 
his lic k s 011 the temple. ( hiptain ( ieneral 
Polav ieja offered him and Alexandre* 
a free pardon and $200,000, each to 
•quit the colony. 
They accepted it and 
got the money, only to learn that they 
were both to be assassinated the next 
night at a festa. The two men who had 
u ndertak en the job were found dead, 
stubbed to the heart in their own beds
